Changes in Missouri’s election 
| laws to facilitate conduct of elec- 
tions, including passage of legis- 
lation authorizing use of voting 
machines, were recommended in 
a resolution filed yesterday with 
the St. Louis County Council. 

The resolution, containing seven 
recommendations, was submitted 
by the Special Com ittee on 
County Finances headed by Coun- 
cilman James A. Singer. It was 
presented for consideration by 
the council before recommenda- 
tions are made to the joint Sen- 
ate-House committee of the Mis- 
souri Legislature, which is study- 
ing revision of the election laws. 


Other Changes. 

Other changes advocated in 
the resolution were: 

Legal requirement for the use 
of public buildings for polling 
places whenever possible. 

Postponement of the date of 
the primary election from the 
first Tuesday in August to 
“early September.” The com- 
mittee said it felt this would be 
better than advancing the date 
to May or June, as had been 
recommended by others. 

Establishment of a deadline 
for division of precincts. There 
is no provision for a deadline 
now and last-minute revisions 
in the past have resulted in 
“much confusion,” it was stated. 

Provision for staggered terms 
of members of the Board of 
Election Commissioners with 
one being appointed each year 
for four years, so that there 
always will be three “experi- 
enced” commissioners acting. 

Enactment of legislation re- 
quiring the state to reimburse 
the counties, at least in part, 
for the cost of elections in 
which state officials are chosen, 
or a state question submitted to 
the voters. 

A complete study of the ad- 
ministration of elections in 
Missouri by the special Senate- 
House committee, with a view 
toward increasing “effiicency of 
operation” through reorganiza- 
tion “along business lines.”

Yet if Correspondent Reston is to be believed 
-—and there is no reason to question a reporter 
so careful and responsible—the idea of a Korean 
trip which the General now repeats and repeats 
is not his own at all. Here is the field of his 
special competence and his chief contribution is 
vote bait from an editor of Life magazine! 

Of a piece with this newest campaign adven- 
ture is Gen. Eisenhower's distortion of the record 
in an attempt to blame the Korean war on with- 
drawal of American troops in 1948 and 1949 
without sharing responsibility for that action. 

The Gencral’s reply to the revelation that as 
Army Chief of Staff he joincd in recommending 
troop withdrawal is that this was merely a mili- 
tary estimate, whereas the decision to withdraw 
was a civilian “blunder” made two years later. It 
will not wash. 

What he now calls a civilian “blunder” was un- 
mistakably based on the Joint Chiefs’ decision 
that withdrawal would not impair American sé- 
curity. Only after this decision had been made, 
with the concurrence of Gen. Eisenhower, did 
our Government—supported by its military as 
well as civilian leaders—intfoduce a United Na- 
tions resolution calling for withdrawal of both 
Russian and American troops. And only after 
the Russians had withdrawn were the Americans 
withdrawn. 

If the withdrawal was a mistake, it was a mis- 
take of our military as well as civilian leaders, 
and Gen, Kisenhower was one of them,

Almost equally as disappointing is the Gen- 
eral's willingness to misrepresent the facts of 
this case. In his Detroit speech he sought to rep- 
resent Gen. Wedemeyer as warning against with- 
drawal, when in fact Gen. Wedemeyer recom- 
mended it.,He represented Republican Congress- 
men as having opposed the withdrawal], when in 
fact what they opposed was the continuation of 
economic and military aid to Korea. He gave 
the impression that it was the civilians in the 
State Department who told Congress that the 
T ‘whblic of Korea could “fill the vacuum.” when 
in fact this opinion was expressed by a repre- 
sentative of the Army. 

The Post-Dispatch has often disagreed with 
President Truman. Of his televised address 
from Chicago, it is only fair to say that he pre- 
sented Gen. Eisenhower's changed position today 
against the background of the General’s own 
connection with decisions prior to the Korean 
war. And Mr. Truman read the record more in 
sorrow than in anger. 

Uncounted citizens will hope that this is the 
final disillusionment as to Gen. Eisenhower. But 
then how could there be anything more disillu- 
sioning? 
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Help for an Election Board 

The St. Louis County Election Board has 
sent out a call for help. With a record voter 
turnout in the offing for next Tuesday, the 
strain on its antiquated election machinery will 
be even greater than in the August primary 
when there were breakdowns in more than 50 
precinct polling places. 

The Board needs the help of about 200 men 
for work as special deputy election commis- 
sioners, and some 50 to 100 men and women as 
replacements for election judges and clerks who 
may be unavoidably absent from their posts. The 
primary day breakdown resulted from the fail- 
ure of about 70 precinct officials to show up on 
time to supervise balloting. 

Service, civic, fraternal and other organiza- 
tions in the county, including the League of 
Women Voters, could perform an important pub- 
lic service by helping meet the Election Board's 
needs.

Volunteers who enroll’ in the city’s civil: de- 
fense organization, which is now recruiting work- 
ers, will be serving themselves as well as their 
community.

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What Is Wrong With Menard? 

What is wrong with Menard State Peniten- 
tiary? An JHinois legislative committee was in- 
vestigating the situation even before 341 prison- 


ers rebelled and held seven guards as hostages. 


This committee has recommended transfer of 
the psychiatric division of the prison to Chicago. 
It found fault with prison administration, and 
may soon have new recommendations. But the pri- 
mary trouble with Menard is simply the kind of 
Place it is. And in the first chapter of John 
Bartlow Martin's book, “Adlai Stevenson,” the 
Governor describes it well: 

Have you ever been down to Menard Pen- 
itentiary? This is a terrible place. This is 
the sinkhole. It was established many years 
ago, in 1872. I think. . . It was estab- 
lished as a piece of log rolling when south- 
ern Illinois had an importance that it has 
since lost. Importance population-wise, that 
is. Menard is really an appalling place. It’s 
hotter than the hinges in the summer. It 
sits right down in a rock quarry. That’s why 
they located it there—in those days they 
didn’t know what to do with prisoners except 
work them on the rock pile. But now the 
quarry’s about worked out so there the 
prison sits, at the bottom of an abandoned 
quarry. It’s absurd. 

It is absurd to expect such a prison plant to 
keep up with the advances of penology and the 
burdens of modern crime for 80 years. Menard 
is overcrowded and badly arranged. And the 
same could be said of prisons in many states. 

Whatever else is done, the real absurdity of 
Menard can only be corrected with funds for 
more adequate buildings and staff. A good mod- 
ern prison is, unfortunately, expensive. But soon- 
er or later Illinois will have to pay for living in 
a penological past.

There is little chance of overstating the value 
of the work done in this community by John T. 
Clark, who has died at the age of 69. A graduate 
of Ohio State University, Mr. Clark came to the 
St. Louis Urban League just 25 years ago from 
Pittsburgh, where he had organized an Urban 
League and directed its efforts for eight years. 

To name the social achievements with which 
John T. Clark was associated would be to list 
nearly all the forward steps for members of his 
race in St. Louis through the last quarter-cen- 
tury. The Homer G. Phillips Hospital, the Tandy 
and Vashon community centers, the nursery 
schools and dental clinics for Negroes—he was 
a quiet, gentlemanly, effective worker for all 
these and many other needed benefits as well. 

When Mr. Clark retired two years ago after 35 
years of work in the Urban League, he was dean 
of its secretaries.

A Plethora of Pachinko 


A new game of chance and very little of it, 
called pachinko, is all the rage in Japan. Report- 
ing on it from Tokyo in the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine, Ray Falk calls it “the poor 
man’s pinball machine” and ‘a simpleton’s game 
of chance.” 

The name is as meaningless as the game itself 
~-that is, completcly. In a single year the Japa- 
nese have spent $276.000.000, or more than one 
tenth of the entire national budget, for the 
pleasure of kicking. with a lever, a steel ball 
round a board, and seeing it drop (or not drop, 
as the case usually is) into a winning cubicle. 


In some ways the pachinko is perhaps an im- 
provement on the American pinball machine, as 
when it is played by well-to-do company direc- 
tors from reserved seats while being fanned by 
pretty girls. In other respects it is vastly in- 


ferior, for there is no lighting up of colored | 


lights, no whirring of gears, no ringing of bells, 
and the Japanese are innocent of the vice known 
as tilting. 

Why do they do it? One learned professor 
theorizes that flipping the steel balls is a way 
for the masses to express anger at their poverty. 
Some who have expressed themselves not wisely, 
but too well, have sprained their thumbs, and 
their affliction is known as pachinkosis. 

If pachinko proves anything, maybe it proves 
how unnecessary it is to fool some of the people 
some of the time. Just give them the equipment 
and they will do it for themselves.

Between Book-Ends 


Collectar’s Guide to Antiques 


EARLY AMERICAN ANTIQUE FURNITURE, by, Morton 
Yarmon. (Sterling Pub. Ceo., 144 pgs., $2.95.) 
The author of this little book on early 

American furniture stages, each spring, 

at Madison Square Garden in New York, 

one of the largest antique shows in the 

United States. Attendance at this and 

other antique and hobby shows indicates 

a curious phase of the American way of 

life: In the study and collection of an- 

tiques, it is found that the simplicity and 
charm of early American lends itself well 
to the modern home and combines effec- 
tively with the so-called functional styles, 


Mr. Yarmon in his experience of observ- 
ing the buying public has recognized the 
need of some sort of guidance for collec- 
tors and has written this handbook. 


Its value is not s0 much in the accounts 
of the furniture periods that are included. 
but its real contribution is found in the 
chapters on How to Buy and Where to Buy 
and also on Restoration, Refinishing and 
care of antique furniture. 


In the chapter on Where to Buy. there 
is a guide, by states, listing the kind of 
pieces one might expect to find in each 
community, besides a concise directory of 
antique shows and their approximate dates 
throughout the nation. Listed also are the 
regularly scheduled auction sales and 
where they are held. 


The author suggests as preparation for 
knowledge of styles and types, before buv- 
ing antiques, the study of authentic exam- 
ples as gathered together in art museums. 
such as the American Wing at the Metro- 
politan Museum, and those that are found 
in historic American homes. The most 
famous group, of the latter. is Colonia! 
Willlamsburg in Virginia and such homes 
as George Washingon's Mount Vernon and 
Thomas Jefferson's Monticello. In the 
listing of the art museums and homes by 
states, however, he omits entirely the 
American Rooms and the Missouri Room 
in the City Art Museum and the Campbell 
House in St. Louis and Hannibal’s Mark 
Twain Museum. In fact neither Missouri 
nor [llinois is included in the listing and 
there are no doubt other omissions that 
state guide books could supply. 


The numerous illustrations on every page 
serve to familiarize the collector with pe- 
riod pieces, and details emphasize their 
distinctive characteristics. As a handbook 
the arrangement for the study of types of 
furniture and periods is most convenient 
for quick reference.

THE BERLIN STORY, by Curt Riess. (Dial Press. 248 
pas... $3.50.) 


No American can return from a visit to 
present-day Berlin without a feeling that 
he has lived through a nightmare. This 
reviewer, who was there briefly a few 
weeks ago, never succeeded in shaking off 
the impression that he was living in a 
lunar landscape. At night the neon-lit 
Kurfurstendamm. with its crowded side- 
walk, created the illusion of normality. 
But in daylight the gaunt ruins that were 
shrouded in darkness became hideously ap- 
parent. Fifty-five per cent of the city was 
destroyed and still lies in rubble. 

As Mr. Riess points out in his detailed 
picture of the city, Berlin isn’t dead, yet it 
isn’t fully alive either. Its citizens know 
they are in a huge prison—a small West- 
ern island

“He (Dulles) has a price list 
for emurders,” said Pravda, ‘and 
a varied assortment of mad de- 
struction of peoples. He can 
serve up war with atom bombs 
or with incendiary bombs. He 
persuades people: Lie down, 
people, under my atom bombs. I 
guarantee a pleasant and easy 
death.” 

The paper said, “In chattering 
about an ‘easy atomic death,’ the 
Dulleses, of course, imagine that 
in case of the war which they 
would like to unleash, they would 
succeed in hiding in armored shel- 
ters while at their orders atom 
bombs would destroy millions of 
women and old men and children 
in foreign countries.” 

This, Pravda declared, is an 
“incorrect calculation,” suggesting 
that Dulles might himself die as 
did Nazi Germany's Adolf Hitler. 

The Pravda article was written 
by David Zaslavsky, who has 
made similar bitter attacks on 
President Truman and United 
States Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson.

“We were able to measure the 
rate of growth of the fire ball,” 
he continued, with reference to 
the after-effect of the detonation. 
“We were able, too, to measure 
what happened in the second one 
hundredth of a millionth of a 
second. We were able to photo- 
graph the bomb going off. 

“The bombs were not dropped 


from planes, but were detonated 


from towers. All the experi- 
ments thus were controlled ex- 
periments. It was possible to 
mount on a tower 400 tons of in- 
strumentation, with only a tiny 
space between the bomb and the 
instruments, which had to do 
their part before vaporization took 
lace. 
r Tests in Two Categories. 

“In this process, data was ac- 
cumulated and pushed out to ys 
on coaxial cables, to places three 
quarters of a mile or more away, 
where they were recorded. 

“All the tests were in two cate- 
gories—weapons’ improvement or 
weapons’ effect. It is logical to 
say that if we can make a bomb 
do its job with half as much fis- 
sionable material as before, by 
improved techniques, it is obvious 
our position is improved by a fac- 
tor of two. That was the object 
of the first program. 

“The other field of research 
was to gain knowledge of the ef- 
fect of the weapon—what does 
it do to physical properties? We 
had constructed massive engineer- 
ing structures. ~~ 

“One example was a large build- 
ing of multiple stories, actually 
five -separate buildings of differ- 
ent types of construction, such as 
steel or concrete and so on. They 
were built four inches apart so 
they would respond separately. 

“We weren’t concerned over 
whether a building fell dewn, but 
what happened to it when a bomb 
went off. Th buildings were 
photographed during this time 
(of the bomb explosion).' They 
were measured by strain gauges. 
This was done so that architects 
and engineers could apply our 
data to buildings of the future.” 

Mice, Dogs and Pigs Used. 

The bio-medical program, Gen. 
Quesada told his audience of med- 
ical men, was “extensive” and 
“expensive.” It employed mice, 
dogs and pigs as subjects. 

Mice, the speaker explained, 


Biwere used because they are a 


fine laboratory subject on which 
much data has been accumulated 
in the past; dogs because their 
respiratory system resembles that 
of man, and pigs because their 
skin resembles man’s. 

It was desired, for reasons he 
did not explain, to use animals 
that represented the third gener- 
ation living on the atoll, so an 
early start was made on this, with 
graphs drawn to show the desired 
increase in animal population. 

Eighteen months or two years 
ahead of time, a certain number 
of dogs were taken to the island, 
but it soon developed that they 
were not multiplying as desired. 
although the plan was supervised 
by remarkably skilled medical 
talent.

Benton's race is complicated by 
the entry of Socialist Mayor Jas- 
per McLevy of Bridgeport as the 
candidate of his party for the 
Senate seat Benton occupies. Mc- 
Levy, who been mayor of 
Bridgeport for 20 years, has 
usually run for Governor. This 
year, the first time in a hundred 
years, Connecticut has no guber- 
natorial race in a presidential 
election year. It extended its 
gubernatorial term from two to 
four years. McLevy’s vote, mostly 
in Bridgeport, cOmes more from 
potential Democratic voters than 
from Republican. He got 23,000 
votes in the gubernatorial elec- 
tion in 1950, 

Offsetting the McLevy candi- 
dacy somewhat, is that of Miss 
Vivien Kellems,.a Republican 
who is running as an independent 
for this same Senate seat. Her 
vote is not likely to be as large 
as McLevy’s. 

Bigger Crowds for Ike. 
Eisenhower, Stevenson and 
President Truman have cam- 
paigned in the state and had 
enthusiastic receptions. Ike had 
the larger crowds. Here, as in 
other states, the women give him 
fanatical support. 

Four years ago, Connecticut 
went for Dewey over Truman by 
14,457. Henry Wallace, Progres- 
sive, had 13,713. Gen. Eisen- 
hower is regarded here as a 
stronger candidate than was Gov. 
Dewey in 1948. But then, the 
Democrats say, Stevenson is a 
stronger candidate than was Tru- 
man. 

The political leaders complain 
bitterly they are unable to Jearn 
what the silence of new voters— 
and old votets means. Many of 
the new registrants do not register 
either Republican or Democratic 
but simply as independents. The 
registration is higher than ever 
before in the history of the state 
—and vote is expected to exceed 
1,000,000. 

Connecticut’s congressional dele- 
gation in the House—is divided 
four Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats in the present Congress. 
All of the Republicans running 
for re-election appear safe. They 
may win the Third District, now 
held by the Democrats, if Eisen- 
hower carries the state.

Increase in Missouri 
Deer Herd Is Cited 


By Leonard Hall 


N excellent report on the current status of the 

deer herd is presented by biologist Dunbar 

Robb in the October issue of “Missouri Con- 

servationist.” Although it gives no estimate as to

we seuri, with the heav- 

jest concentrations on the fertile prairie and “river- 

break” soils that lie north of the Missouri River. 

Although it would be hard to give an accurate 

estimate of that original deer population, one of 

the best observers set it at 20 to the square mile, 

and taking half that figure, we get 700,000 deer 

within the boundries of the state. A hundred years 

later when Werner Nagel and Dr. Rudolf Bennitt 

made their authoritative survey, “The Resident 

Game and Furbearers of Missouri,” it seems certain 
we had no more than about 2000 deer left. 


x * * 


IT ISN’T NECESSARY to speculate on all the 
factors which wiped out the deer. Land put to the 
plow, indiscriminate logging, uncontrolled burning, 
over-grazing and lack of adequate protection from 
the gun just about tell the story. Two things hap- 
pened, along about 1935, which made it possible 
to save the deer. The Clark and Mark Twain Na- 
tional Forests were created in Missouri and we set 
up a sound, non-political, scientifically directed 
Conservation Commission to manage the wildlife 
and other publically owned natural resources. In 
the national forests, through fire prevention, gw:7- 
ing regulation and godd timber management, we 
began to create good living quarters for deer: areas 
with plenty of food and cover. Soon the commission 
began its own program of fire prevention, along 
with studfés of the potenfial range. Deer were 
trapped in smal] numbers at state parks and refuges 
for release in suitable locations. Large areas, both 
state and federal, were set aside as refuges where 
the seed stock could build up. And along with this, 
the big drive for better use of farm lands and a 
trend for better management of privately owned 
forest land increased the deer range by leaps and 


bounds.

WHAT HAS HAPPENED seems litile short of a 
miracle. During the past two years, deer have been 
reported seeh in every Missouri county. This year 
a deer season has heen opened in no less than six 
counties north of the Missouri river, with prospects 
of fair hunting success and the certainty of some 
unusually large bucks being taken, because deer 
grow larger on fertile soil. South of the river four 
new counties have been added to the 30 already 
open ta hunting, and in 21 of these deer of both 
se¥es may be taken during the three-day hunting 
season. Although the figures on total population 
aren't published, we now ‘probably have in excess 
of 80.000 whitetails roaming the forested country 
of Missouri.

JUST HOW CLOSE we're approaching the ca- 
pacity of the range with this many deer would be 
hard to say. There are signs of heavy browsing in 
some areas that could become serious in another 
year or two; but there are also areas with a good 
supply of food and cover which are still under- 
stocked. One thing, however, is certain: and of this 
the Missouri Conservation Commission is fully 
aware. We have reached the point where, lacking 
an adequate annual harvest of deer, we could soon 
run inio serious trouble from what the biologists 
call an “eruption” of the deer herds. When you 
have only 2000 deer roaming the 15,000,000 or more 
acres of range, the annual crop of fawns constitutes 
no problem. But when you have 80,00 deer in this 
same area and allow the herd to increase un- 
checked, only one or two seasons might be needed 
to very seriously over-stock the range..And the 
inevitable result would be starvation for many 
fawns. irreparable damage to the plants which fur- 
nish deer food, widespread crop damage in areas 
where the forest fringes on farming land, and 
lowered vitality for the entire deer herd.

IT IS DIFFICULT for those of us who watched 
deer numbers dwindle in Missouri until the white- 
tails had almost vanished, to realize that we could 
ever again reach the point where we might have 
too many deer. But while we aren't there yet, the 
only thing which can prevent that day from arriving 
is careful management. The job of the wildlife 
technicians now becomes one of constantly gauging 
the size of the herd against the carrying capacity 
of the range; and of seeing to it that these are 
kept in balance. The primary means for maintain- 
ing this balance is hunting pressure, and this is 
the reason for the “Any Deer” regulation which 
holds in many counties this season. Despite preju- 
dice against it, the only sound way to hold the 
herd in check when it presses too hard on its food 
supply is to harvest both bucks and does.

THERE IS ONE OTHER MEASURE which is of 
value. Since food is the limiting factor in the num- 
ber of deer which our forests will support. every 
effort should be made to encourage forestry prac- 
tices which will help grow more deer food. It is 
known, for example, that where timber stands are 
opened up and improved by selective cutting of 
saw-logs, thinning, girdling the old cull trees, there 
is an immediate increase in the growth of plants 
which provide food for wildlife. This, plus control 
of fire and grazing, is the reason why much of our 
National Forest has a high deer carrying capacity 
today. These practices extended to state and private 
forest lands will result in still more deer.

rT W HAT do you suppose makes me‘so rude today?” 
Joey, an 8-year-old friend of ours, asked recently. 
He, we, and his family were seated at the dinner 
table. Everyone was quite surprised. 

For he had been rude—today, and on many other days 
recently. But it was a surprise to us to learn that he himself 
knew it. : 

“I want to read the funny papers!” he would say, bursting 
into the living room where his father was obviously engrossed 
with the comic section of the Sunday paper. 

Or, if he came in and found others eating or drinking he 
would say, “I want to have some too,” in a rude voice, 
emphasizing the “I” and the “too” in an obnoxious way 
which did not endear him to anyone, even to his loving and 
generous parents. : 

Or, if his mother asked him to move over in the car 


so as to make more room for somebody else, he would retort, 
“Move over yourself. You take up more room than I do!”

IF YOU HAVE an 8-year-old of your own at home, you 
will probably not be surprised at Joey's rudeness. 

What may surprise you, and what pleased us, was that 
an 8-year-old child can on occasion be self-critical enough to 
recognize his own rudeness. This will by no means happen 
on every occasion—and it will not necessarily prevent the 
rudeness. But it is a big step toward maturity, a long step 
in the right direction. 

We told Joey that it was probably berausé he was eight 
that he was inclined to speak so rudely. We truthfully praised 
his behavior in years past as having been adequately polite. 
And we predicted that even by nine he would be somewhat 
politer than he was at present.

JOEY LOOKED EXTREMELY thoughtful, and for at least 
half an hour behaved with a self-conscious politeness which 
was in odd contrast to his customary boisterous self. 

As we say, recognizing that he has been rude does not 
necessarily mean that the 8-year-old can immediately stop 
being this way. But it does mean that you have a slight 
foundation on which to build for better behavior. 

Eight responds badly to a direct, outright attack, even 
verbal. But he can and often will respond to a hint, a whisper, 
a wink—which indicates that he is acting rudely. It may even 
become a game with him to try to do better.

Paint Removers. 

HREE hours after the inven- 
T tion of paint, people started to 

think up ways to remove it 
and they’ve been thinking up 
new ideas ever since. As things 
stand now, paint can be removed 
either by sanding or scraping it 
off, by melting it off by means 
of heat or softening it up with 
a paint solvent or remover. 

Sanding is a good way to re- 
move old paint if it’s not too thick 
but sanding raises a lot of dust 
that isn’t very nice to breathe in 


and doesn’t help make house-. 


cleaning any easier. If you sand 
off paint, do it outside and when 
possible use an electric gm ws as 
this is much faster than by hand. 

A scraper is good for small jobs 
or special work but the blade of 
the scraper must be kept sharp if 
it is to do good work. Scraping 
diesn’t cause dust and isn’t very. 
messy. It’s good for indoor and 
outdcor work. Paint will come 
off fast if it’s melted first with a 
blow torch or electric paint re- 
mover and then scraped away. Be 
careful with a blow torch not to 
scorch the wood and not to set 
it. on fire. 

Liquid paint removers or paint 
solvents are the easiest of all ways 
to remove paint but the solvent 
is expensive for big jobs and is 
sort of messy to use. The solvent 
is applied and after it has had a 
few minutes to work, the paint 
can be removed with a broad 
scraper or with steel wool. 

Many solvents are inflammable 
and should not be used indoors 
where there is an open flame. 
Also, the fumes can be harmful 
so it’s best to use them outdoors 
or in a well ventilated room.

West's lead was the heart king, 
but when East followed suit with 
the queen (showing the . jack), 
West shifted to his singleton dia- 
mond because he had found @ 
means — apparently —of putting 
his partner in for a diamond re- 
turn which he could ruff. 


South, winning the second trick 
in his own hand, did try to get 
rid of his other heart by leading 
the club queen, but West declined 
to cover, and now, to reach dum- 
my, South had to sneak a spade 
lead up to the ten. West, how- 
ever, was on guard against this 
maneuver; he put up the ace and 
underled his heart ace, then 
ruffed East's prompt return of a 
diamond. ' 


Since South aparently. realized 
that he would have to find the 
club king on-side, he should have 
proceeded somewhat differently. 
The right (and winning) play was 
to overtake the club queen with 
the ace, then to lead the club 
jack and discard the heart from 
his own hand. This would effect- 
ively break communications be- 
tween West and East.
